“  The  Bells  of  melodramas  at  once  the  most  realistic 
and  the  most  romantic— was  performed  on  Saturday 
evening  in  the  presence  of  a  large  audience,  on  whom  t  e 
fine  acting  of  Mr.  Henry  Irving  in  the  character  of  t  e 
Alsatian  Burgomaster  made  a  powerful  impression. 
Never  surely  did  the  didactio  purpose  of  the  actor  s  ar 
receive  more  potent  illustration  than  in  this  masterly  repre¬ 
sentation  of  a  criminal  haunted,  evermore  haunted,  by  the 
memory  of  his  crime,  as  Pilate  by  the  vision  of  the  Cross. 
Here  stage  and  pulpit  inculcate  the  same  lesson,  and  piayer 

and  preacher  have  a  common  mission.  Notthe  most  eloquent 
of  moralists  could  paint  in  more  vivid  colours  than  docs  the 
most  impassioned  of  tragedians  the  misery  of  remorse  and 
the  gradual  eclipsing  of  hope  in  a  heart  riven  with  an 
anguish  past  all  human  consolation.  The  dream  •  tna 
wherein  Mathias— “  to  guilty  minds  a  terrible  example  — 
commits  anew  in  unconscious  trance  the  murder  of  his 
victim,  had  a  weird  fascination  for  the  spectators.  They 
looked  and  listened  with  breathless  interest.  So,  too,  aid 
they  in  all  the  more  tragic  passages  of  the  play,  but  most 
of  all  in  the  death  scene,  the  intense  earnestness  of  the 
acting  then  holding  them  bound  as  in  the  thraldom  of  some 
magic  spell.  When  the  curtain  had  fallen  the  wild  shout 
of  applause  which,  after  so  long  a  silence,  rang  through  the 
house  was  a  rapturous  tribute  to  the  genius  of  the  actor 
and  a  sensible  relief  to  the  pent-up  feelings  of  his  audience. 
Miss  Pauncefort  effectively  resumed  her  familiar  imper¬ 
sonation  of  the  Burgomaster’s  wife  ;  Christian  received  fair 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  Mr.  Alexander  and  Miss  A  im- 
fred  Emery,  a  charming  actress,  played  Annette  with 
tenderness  and  grace.
